House Roads Committee, 
With Consent of Party 
Leaders, Favors $100,- 
000,000 for Post Roads.

Washington, January 25.—(Spe- 
cial.j—The overwhelming pressure 
form the south and west for a con- 
tinuation of the federal aid to post 
roads won out today against the 
earlier decision of the republican 
steering committe not to pass a 
road appropriation bill at this ses- 
sion of congress. The house roads 
committee, with the consent of ma 
jority leaders in both branches of 
congress, reported out this after 
noon a committee bill carrying 
$100,000,000 for the fiscal year end 
ing June 30, 1922, and $3,000,000: for 
the same period for road construc- 
tionein government forest fTeserva- 
tions. The bill will come up on a 
special order February 7, and will 
pass both houses. 

While all of the various federa! 
aid road bills, three of which were 
introduced by Lee, Larsen and Bell, 
of Georgia, respectively, called for 
a ten-year program of §$100,000,000 
a year, the committee bill for the 


ensuing: fiseal- year reported out to-

The present measure does not im-

‘The Constitution is heartily for 
the issue, believing it to be the 
biggest forward step ever taken 
in the development of the city. 

it must be remembered that a 
fevorable vote should simply grant 
authority to sell the bonds. 

Some people have conceived the 
idea that if the bond issue is car- 
ried $8,850,000 of bonds will be 
thrown upon the market imme- 
diately, and that the money will 
be spent within a year. Nothing 
could be further from the truth. 

If the bonds are authorized they 
will be sold from time to time, as 
needed, and it would perhaps be 
several years before the improve- 
ments authorized would be com- 
pleted. 

The bonds cannot be sold at less 
than par, and at an interest rate 
of more than 5 per cent. 

Perhaps no council that ever 
served this or any other. city could 
submit a bond proposition the de- 
tails of which would be entirely 
satisfactory to everybody. i 

But the Atlanta council has sub- 
mitted a proposition that covers 
essential improvements demanded 
by the city for many years. 

Cc. C. McGehee, a_ well-known 
Atlanta business man, who strong: 
ly favors the bond issue, makes 
the suggestion in a communication 
published elsewhere on this page, 
that a bond commission should be 
created by council, or that it might 
be well to postpone the bond vote 
until an expert survey is made as 
to the uses to which the money 
is to be put. 

As to an expert survey, we al- 
ready know that $4,000,000 will 
mot supply the demands of the 
public schools, but that amount 
was agreed upon as a compromise

THE ATHENS FIRE. 
Athens is to be congratulated 


that the fire that threatened such 
wide-spread destruction within its 
borders early Tuesday morning 
was kept within the bounds of one 
block, with a slight exception, and 
that the resultant damage is less 
than at first seemed probable. 
Some of the bulldings burned 
have been landmarks for many 
years, and as the block destroyed 


is in the center of the city the 
buildings will, of course, be re- 
placed by better ones. 

Athens is close to the hearts of 
all Georgians, because of its his- 
toric and educational associations 
and the fact that thousands of 
GeorgianS received their educa- 
tional equipment there. 

All Georgia deeply sympathizes 
with Athens in this brief hour of 
trouble, and were help needed it 
would be forthcoming ungrudging- 
y and in abundance from thou- 
sands of willing and loving hands 
and hearts. 

Fortunately, the fire was check- 
ed before spreading to more geri- 
ous proportions; and the loss, in 
the main, is covered by insurance. 

It goes without saying that his- 
tory will repeat itself in the con- 
struction of bigger and better 
buildings, the net result being for 
the betterment ‘of the city. 

That is true of every city that 
ever suffered a great fire loss— 
and it will be true of Athens. 

In fact, it will be more conspic- 
uously true of Athens because of 
the courageous, resourceful and 
progressive spirit of the people of 
that city, and their proven ability, 
not only to meet their municipal 
problems promptly and commend- 
ably, but to look ahead and do big 
things in the big way. 

Athens is one of: the most pro- 
gressive and most efficiently gov- 
erned cities of Georgia, and it has 
been taken as a worthy pattern for 
other municipalities. 

With such a spirit and such a 
government, it is safe to predict 
that within a few years Athens 
will\look back upon its fire dis- 
aster,’ as San Francisco, Atlanta, 
Baltimore and other cities have 
done following similar affliction, 
and see that after all it was a 


blessing! 


SCRAPPING A JAIL. 

A dispatch from Wausaukee, 
Wisconsin, gives _ prohibition 
credit for another vacant jail, 
which, having been in service for 
thirty years, will henceforth do 
business “as a woodshed.” 

Doubtless, the jail referred to is 
not a formidable affair—probably 
“lock 
up;” but the fact that prohibition 
has made it the only unoccupied 
public building in the community, 
speaks well for “dry” enforce- 
ment. 

They must have jailed the boot- 
leggers there, one after another, 
until the town was free of them! 

For they are among the ones for 
whom jail space should be re 
served everywhere, and public 
sentiment is sending them to jail 
right along now. : 

It means much for any town— 
large or small—when a jail goes 
out of business; and, as in the 
Wisconsin case, credit should be 
awarded where it is due. 

But even if jails should have to 
be enlarged to accommodate vio- 
lators of the prohibition law, 
well and good!

There is no doubt that the school 
systemis badly in need of new and 
larger buildings.

What expert 
survey has been made to determine 
that $4,000,000 is the proper amount? 

Again, what expert testimony did 
council have before it when it called 
for $750,000 for the Spring gtect 
viaduct? The amount needed may be 
more or less than the proposed 
amount of bonds, and if more, how 
can the scheme be carried to prompt 
and successful completion after the 
funds have been exhausted? 

Under the law governing such

The failure of banks to reduce 
loans was due to the fact that bor- 
rowers were unable to pay their 


loans and this has been due to the 
fact that they have been unable to 
market their goods at any price 
in many cases. 

Failure to market goods was not 
due to a lack of the necessity for 
the use of the goods but to alarm 


caused by the position set forth in 
two letters one from Mr. Vander- 
lip and one from Chairman Harding 
of the federal reserve board, both 
appearing in last April and which 
have been followed up, under in- 
structions from the board, by the 
federal reserve banks eliminatin

On February 12, 1919, Glass is

Lane Declares Illiteracy 
Is Responsible for Eco- 
nomic Loss to Country 
of $825,000,000.00 Each 
Year. 


BY JAMES A. -HOLLOMON. 

Washington, January 25.—(Spe- 
cial.)j)—The United States, in edu- 
cation, occupies ninth place, “with 
most of the civilized world ahead of 
us,” according to the official report 
of house committee on education, 
of which Representative Simeon D. 
Fess, of Ohio, is chairman. The 
report was made public here to- 
day. 

The report quotes Franklin K. 
Lane, former secretary of the in- 
terior to the effect that illiteracy 
alone is responsible for an economic 
loss to the country of $825,000,000 
per year. The committee recom- 
mends the passage of the Smith- 
Towner bill providing for a federal 
department of education, and feder- 
al aid to the states, as a necessary; 
measure to meet the situation. 

The committee “further finds: 

“That there is waste of public 
funds and ineffictency due to the 
lack of co-ordination of federal 
agencies dealing with education. 

“The idea is fundamentally sound 
that the nation, the state and the 
local community should share in 
the responsibility and the expense 
of supporting an equalized system 
of public education.” 

The report denies that it Is the 
intention of the bill to give the gen- 
eral government power to determine 
courses of study, or to provide that 
particular plans and methods of 
carrying out the purposes and pro- 
visions of the bill were to be adopt- 
ed as a.requirement for receiving 
the appropriations provided. Neither 
was it intended that any dictation 
or interference with the public or 
private school management of any 
state should be authorized or sanc- 
tioned. 

Illiterates in Georgia. 

“It has been said that illiteracy 
is a southern problem,” says the 
report. “The facts do not warrant 
that conclusion. Georgia hag 389,000 


illiterates, but New York has 406,- 
000. Alabama has 352,000, while 
Pennsylvania has 354,000, Louisiana 
has 352,000, Mississippi 290,000 and 
Texas has 282,000, but Illinois has 
168,000, Ohio 124,000 and New Jer- 
wey 113,000 Even Massachusetts 
has 141,000, and undertakes to par- 
ee f th her illiteracy problem 
i epriving them of the right to, 
vote. 

“It is thought by many that !llit- 
eracy is a race question, but it is 
much more than that. There are 
over 1,000,000 more white illiterates 
in the United States than illiterate 
negroes.”

Of course, advocates of the head- 
lock rush headlong into the argu: 
ment that the hold does not torture 
any more than the toe hold, with 
which Frank Gotch won the cham- 
pionship. Granted. 

But does the brutality of the toe 
hold excuse the equal brutality of 
the headlock? I don't think any 
logician could agree to that. 

And just take Monday night's 
performance’ aS an example. We 
have a graphic pictuer of Ed Lewis, 
big. strong. tough, practically im- 
mune to punishment, crying like a 
baby and beatin the floor with 
his hands in agony as Caddock ap- 
plied the toe punishment and then, 
in a second, we have Caddock with 
his brain—if any—actually cracking 
under the pressure of the mighty 
arms of Lewis. 

Then there is Mr. Stecher with his 
body scissors, that is intended to 
ecru8h the vitals from an opponent. 
If these holds had any part in a 
reasonably clean, wholesome sport, 
there might be some excuse for their 
being permitted, but wrestling has 
ever been the easiest method for 
crooke work, for hippodrome per- 
formances that ever disgraced the 
world of sport. 

And still I don’t know of a state 
where wrestling is barred, and many 
of these same commonwealths have 
laws prohibiting boxing. which is as 
tender a pastime as a mother's love- 
tap to her first born, when compared 
to the grappling came.

Willard to Work Quietly. 


According to Archer, it is pro- 
posed to select a quiet, isolated camp 
where Willard can settle down for 
a six or seven-week stretch of 
training. Locations in .the moun- 
tains of New Jersey and the Adiron- 
dacks have been suggested, as well 
as several seashore quarters.

Caminetti Tells of Plans of 
Transportation Lines to 
Handle Pilgrimage. 


Washington, January 25.—Secre- 
tary Wilson’s suggestion that the 
admissibility of immigrants to the 
United States be considered at the 
source so as to avoid the “trage- 
dy” of aliens breaking oF their 
homes and coming to America only 
to be excluded has met with con- 
stant approval of European govern- 
ments and American diplomatic and 
consular officers overseas, Anthony 
Caminettil, commissoner general of 
immigration, declared today before 
the senate immigration committee. 

Mr. Caminetti described his recent 
trip through Europe to obtain first- 
hand information as to the immi- 
gration problem and told of the very 
extensive preparations bei made 
by steamship lines, foreign govern- 
ments and various organizations for 
handling the expected flood of im- 
migrants bound for the United 


States. 

Incidentally, Mr. Caminetti said 
there was a eneral impression 
among the peoples of Europe that 
the American government through 
various erganizations operating to 


assist immigrants on theif way to 


come here. He declared that this 
was not the intention of the or- 
ganizers, “nor has it any time been 
their purpose, but it hadNthe effect as 
Stated and great masses of peuple 
left their homes last fall and this 
winter, enduring hardships and suf- 
+ ga to reach ports of embarka- 
on.” 

Mr. Caminetti pointed out that 
while American laws prohibited per- 
sons or associations engaged in 
transporting aliens to or within the 
United States from in any manner 
soliciting, inviting’ or encouraging 
any alien to come to the United 
States, there was nothing in the 
law to prohibit persons or associa- 
tions not engaged in transporting 
aliens from inviting or encouraging 
them to come to America. 


EXPLOSIVES EXPERT 
PROBE MEMPHIS BLAST 


To Determine Cause of Gas- 
oline Tank Horror Which 
Killed Ten. 


Memphis, Tenn., January 25.—In. 
vestigation by agents of the United 
States bureau of explosives, repre- 
sentatives of the oil company and 
local officials was under way today 
to definitely determine the cause of 
the explosion of a tank car of cas- 
ing head gasoline at the plant of 
the Colyar-Reese company here yes- 
terday which wrecked a block of 
frame dwellings’ and caused the 
death of ten negroes. 

In addition to those killed ap- 
proximately a score of persons were 
injured. Hospital reports today in- 
dicated that several still were in a 
nt ne pen 

wo white persons, L. C. Scott 
and J. W. Wilder, white employees 
among the injured. Both were bad- 
ly burned. 
Colyar Reese, president of the oi] 
company attributed the explosion 
to spontaneous combustion which 
occurred when vapor from the gas- 
oline, released when the dome of 
the tank car was removed, came 
in contact with the atmosphere. 
_D. lL. Andrews, local representa- 
tive of the federal bureau of explo- 
Sives, was of the opinion that use 
of a chisel in opening the dome lid 
of the tank car might have caused 
a& spark, which, coming in con- 
tact with escaping vapor from the 
tank, possibly ignited the Rok 
and set off the explosion. 

Andrew McKinley, negro work- 
man who opened the car lid, was 
fatally burned.

MANY MORE IDLE 
THAN LAST YEAR 


Department of Labor 
Shows 3,473,466 Gain in 
Unemployment During 
1920. 


Washington, January 25-—The 
number of persons employed in iIn- 
dustry in this country the first of 
this month numbDered 3,473,466 less 
than the number employed a year 
ago, the department of labor’s em- 
playment service announced tonight, 
on the basis of a first nationl-wiuce 
survey gust completed by a special 
staff of investigators. 

Director John B. Densmore said 
this figure did not neceSssarily rep- 
resent the number of persons actu- 
ally unemployed, as it was “quite 
possible” that some of the worke:>s 
had found employment in agricul- 


wtural or other pursuits not coOve:ea 


by the survey. 

On the other hand, some officials 
believed the army of unemployed 
possibly was larger than the figures 
given, aS no effort was made to as- 
certain the reduction in the nunv 
ber of persons employed in pursuits 
other than those classed under the 
head of “mechanical industry.” 

The employment service’s figures 
represented a reguction of 26.9 per 
cent in the number of workers em- 
ployed in industry, as compared with 
January a year ago, and it was an- 
nounced tha they wefe based “on 
the consensus of figures from neu- 
tral bodies, state labor departments, 
state commissioners of manufac- 
tures, state and municipal employ- 
ment services, workmen compepsa- 
tion bureaus, employers and em- 
ployees’ organizations and all other 
sources competent to furnish an- 
thoritative information. 

Michigan led the states in propor- 
tional reduction with 82 per cent,, 
and Ohio and Indiana followed with 
a reduction in employment of 50 per 
cent each. Next came Illinols with 
44 per cent, Connecticut with 43 
per cent, Massachusetts 
Wisconsin with 32 per cent, New 
York 28 per cent and New Jersey 22 
per cent. Percentages for the othe; 
states were not given.
